FDR REPORTED 

T0 SAY HE PLANS 
TO VETO TAX BILL 
AS INADEQUATE 


Said to Have Notified 
Congress Leaders— 
Subsidy Repealer Sent 
to President, With 
Veto Expected. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt was reported 
authoritatively today to have in- 
formed congressional leaders that 
he plans to veto the new $2,315,- 
000,000 tax bill because it fails to 
produce sufficient additional rev- 
enue, 

The President's reputed decision 
came as somewhat of a surprise 
to administration lieutenants, who 
urged him earlier in the wek to 
sign the measure, contending that 
Congress was unlikely to pass any 
other revenue bill this year. 

As it finally went to the Presi- 
dent’s desk, the maseure was 
geared to extract about $664,900,- 
000 additional in individual income 
taxes, add $502,100,000 to corpora- 
tion tax bills and collect $1,051,- 
300,000 more in excise levies, 

However, the measure was far 
short of the $10,500,000,000 addi- 
tional revenue originally requested 
by the Treasury. 


While the President objected to!’ 


gome proposed changes in the new 
revenue act under which the 
Army, Navy and Maritime Com- 
mission renegotiate war contracts, 
the revisions in this section of 
the act finally. made by Congress 
apparently were acceptable to ad- 
ministration leaders. 

The President’s chief objection 
to the bill as it finally was ap- 
proved was said to lie in the fact 
that it failed to make sufficient 
increases in individual income tax 
payments, 

Subsidy Repeal Bill Passed, 

Congress sent to the White 
House today a bill outlawing food 
subsidies and then sat back to 
wait for it to bounce back with a 
presidential veto. 

The subsidy bar was embodied 
in a bill prolonging the life of 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion. 

The House completed legislative 
action and sent the measure to 
the White House by approving. on 
a roll call vote, 249 to 118, a 
House-Senate conference agree- 
ment. The senate put its final 
sanction on the bill late yesterday. 

President Roosevelt vetoed a 
similar bill last July and adminis* 
tration leaders on Capitol Hill 
were sure he would veto the new 
measure,

Shaw Says Irish Won’t Get Wite’s

Bequest Arouses Irish-Americans, Who Say

LONDON, Feb. 17 (AP).—The 
Irish must wait until George Ber- 
nard Shaw dies before reaping any 
benefits from a fund left by the 
famous playwright’s wife for 
teaching them, among other 
things, “self-control, elocution, de- 
portment and the arts of personal 
contact and social intercourse.” 

Shaw made that clear when it 
was disclosed yesterday that the 
greater part of Mrs. Shaw’s $600,- 
000 estate had been earmarked as 
an educational fund for the people 
of her native land. 

“All I can say about it is this: 
‘that will doesn’t come into opera- 
tion until I'm dead,’” Shaw told 
reporters. 

When one reporter referred to 
“the ill-mannered Irish,” Shaw 
snapped: “They are not the only 
ones. What about the English and 
the Welsh?” then he added:

The enemy attack came in the 
Carroceto (Aprilia) area, 10 miles 
due north of the Port of Anzio. 
Much of the previous heavy fight- 
ing has taken place in that sector 
and various vantage points there 
have changed hands several times. 
Carroceto itself was in German 
hands at latest report. 


The Germans opened the new of- 
fensive after apparently recover- 
ing from losses suffered in the 
first major effort to drive Ameri-

WASHINGTON, Feb, 17 (AP). 
American casualties in Italy since 
the landing at Salerno total 4158 
killed, 18,154 wounded and 6429 
missing, Secretary of War Stim- 
son announced at his press con- 
ference today. This is an increase 
of 3076 in total casualties over the 
figures announced a week ago. 

Prime Minister Churchill told 
the House of Commons yesterday 
that British casualties in Italy 

om the initial landing last Sept. 
3 until Feb. 12 were 7635 killed, 
23,283 wounded and 5708 missing, 
a total of 36,626, 

Stimson spoke confidently of 
the Allied position at Anzio. Al- 
though he estimated that the Ger- 
mans had 17 divisions (possibly 
255,000 men) in Italy, he said the 
Allied beachhead had been firmly 
established, with American and 
British forces holding superiority 
of striking power in- tanks, ar- 
tillery and aircraft. He said the 
Allies were prepared to use 
present positions as a springboard 
for further advances. 

Asserting there had been “un- 
warranted pessimism” in some 
news dispatches and _ discussions 
ooh the Anzio operation, Stimson 
said:

Germans Stiffening Re- 
sistance — New Nazi 
Attempts to Break 
Trap in Dnieper River

MOSCOW, Feb. 17 (AP).—The 
Russians were reported within 30 
miles of the communications cen- 
ter of Pskov today, but met in- 
creased resistance as they drove 
toward the city from two direc- 
tions. 

(The Ankara radio said the 
Russians had reached a _ point 
ony 12 miles from Pskov.) 

orthwest of the city, where 
Lake Peipus joins Lake Pskov, 
Soviet troops who captured the 
town of Samolva, developed a new 
threat to the Pskov-Riga trunk 
railway, Samolva is on the east- 
ern shore of the Lake Peipus nar- 
rows, which are less than a mile 
wide in some places. Any push 
across here, followed by a drive 
to.the south, would land the Rus- 
asians along the railway and high- 
way leading to Riga, Latvia. All 
told, it would mean a march of 
only 25 miles. — 

This new west threat to Pskov is 
the most dangerous confronting the 
city, gateway to the Baltic states 
and anchor of the German defense 
system in the area. 

Berlin Reports Lake Attack. 

(The Berlin radio reported So- 
viet forces were striking across 
frozen Lake Peipus in the direc- 
tion of Tartu, ancient cathedral 
city 25 miles west of the prewar 
Estonian frontier. The Russians 
sent sledge-borne troops across 
Lake Peipus but were thrown 
back to the western shore, the 
Nazis asserted. Tartu is on the 
Pskov-Tallinn railway.) 

(Helsinki dispatches to Stock- 
holm reported that Russian para- 
chutists had landed behind the 
German lines at Narva and that 
Soviet naval vessels in the Gulf 
of Finland were pounding the Es- 
tonian city’s defenses as Soviet 
forces pressed in from the east. 
The dispatches said the parachute 
landings were made in the vicinity 
of Vaivara, 15 miles west of Narva 
on the road to Tallinn. The Reds 
were reported to have encircled 
German troops on the east bank 
of the Narova River, which flows 
through Narva.) 

The Soviet Army newspaper 
Red Star said that the Germans 
were counterattacking violently 
south and southeast of Gdov in 
the Lake Peipus region, where the 
Russians are 30 miles from Pskov. 

In the drive south and south- 
west from Luga, where the Rus- 
sians took 30 localities during the 
last 24 hours, Soviet forces met 
hard going as they pressed down 
both sides of the Leningrad-Pskov 
railway. Red Star said the Nazis 
were blowing up all railway and 
road bridges in the sector and 
were building tree barricades 
across the trunk highway, which 
runs in a southwesterly direction 
between Luga and Pskov. 

The Russians, however, are 
using tactics which the Germans 
seemingly are unable to meet— 
going off the highway to cut 
around fortified villages and then 
seizing Nazi communications in 
the rear. 

Last night’s Soviet communique 
announced the capture of Yam, 45 
miles northwest of Pskov on the 
Narva-Pskov railway, and Sam- 
olva, a few miles west. In the 
Luga area the town of Ovinets, 
58 miles northeast of Pskov was 
taken. Lyamtsevo, station on the 
Leningrad-Pskov railway 67 miles 
northeast of Pskov, also fell to 
troops of the Leningrad army. 

Trapped Nazis Hold Out. 

In the upper corner of the 
Dnieper River bend in the Ukraine, 
Russian forces smashed Field 
Marshal Fritz von Mannstein’s 
heavy tank thrustg north of Zveni- 
gorodka yesterday and recaptured 
two important towns, Yablonovka 
and Taraschcha, respectively, 10 
and 22 miles southeast of Belaya 
Tserkov. 

Defeated here, Von Mannstein 
launched new counter-blows to 
the southwest of Zvenigorodka 
seeking to penetrate Russian lines 
and relieve the remnants of en- 
circled German divisions near 
Korsun, but dispatches reported 
the attacks were repulsed and 
that the toll of Nazi tanks neared 
the 100 mark. 

The trapped Nazis were making 
desperate efforts with their re- 
maining tanks to get out of the 
narrowing pocket, which is near 
Cherkasy. All such attempts so 
far have been repulsed by Soviet 
artillery and mortar fire, while 
hundreds of enemy troops have 
been cut down by machine guns. 
Thousands of prisoners have been 
taken, dispatches said. 

The Soviet command reported 
that at least 2500 Germans were 
killed in the latest escape thrust 
by the trapped men. 

A dispatch from the Cherkasy 
sector said that the condition of 
the roads, which forced the Rus- 
sians to all ammunition, 
food and supplies to their ad- 
vanced units, had prevented ex- 
termination of the trapped Ger- 
mans before this.

SOMEWHERE IN NEW

(jg) Nathan G, Gordon, 27 years 
old, of Morrilton, Ark., a former 
end on the University of Arkansas 
football team, told today of rescu- 
ing 15 flyers. The Catalina made 
four landings in the face of shore 
gunfire, ~ : 

The rescues came during the 
height of a raid by Gen, Douglas 
MacArthur's Mitchells on Kavieng 
Tuesday before noon, Bombs still 
were falling on the flaming town- 
site as the Catalina made the haz- 
ardous landings. Several of the 
rescued Americans had been in- 
jured seriously. 

15-Foot Waves Lash Plane, 

* “We were circling a small island 
not far from Kavieng, when a 
Mitchell came up and radioed that 
it had spotted a crew on the wa- 
ter,” Lt. Gordon related. Six men 
were sighted on a life raft two 
miles off shore. Gordon and~his 
crew circled for a landing in 15- 
foot swells. 

When the Arkansas Traveler, a 
pig painted on its sides, hit the 
surface some of its rivets broke 
and it began to take water. The 
plane taxied to the raft which con- 
tained several injured men. Life 
preservers on lines were tossed to 
the men and they were pulled 
aboard. After being under fire of 
shore batteries for 20 minutes, the 
Catalina took off. 

Then a Mitchell piloted by Maj. 
Chester A. Coltharp of Arkansas 
radioed that another crew was 
spotted on the water. Closer in 
to shore, three men were seen 
floating in the water. Ten min- 
utes later they had been taken 
aboard and the Catalina got off 
again,

AIR ‘JEEPS’ TAKE

Flyers Fought Headwind and 
Dodged Nazi Fire to De- 
liver Vital Cargo.

FRONT, Feb. 3 (Delayed)—(AP). 
—A cargo of frozen blood rushed 
by Cub airplane, those flying

The two flyers who risked their 
lives by flying through a German 
flak area to deliver the blood are 
Lt. Paynee Lysne, 23 years old, 
of North Dakota, and Lt. Richard 
Blake of La Salle, Colo. 


Lysne, a student at North Da- 
kota State before he entered serv- 
ice, told of the mercy. mission: 

“At 2:30 I got a call saying they 
needed blood badly in the hos- 
pitals at Anzio. They asked me 
if I would take it up. 


“They said there would be only 
150 pounds of blood, but when I 
got to the field there was 300 
pounds, more than a Cub could 
carry. So Dick Blake volunteered 
to fly up, too. , 

“We got out to sea and ran into 
a hell of a headwind and I knew 
our gas supply would never hold 
out. The only thing to do was 
take a shorter way, closer to 
shore. 


“We stayed down only five to 
10 feet above the waves and flew 
within spitting distance of the 
German ack-ack batteries, but 
they held their fire. We got to 
our field with only about enough 
gas for another 15 minutes. 

“They called us up later and 
said: ‘So far, the blood you 
brought up has saved the lives of 
12 wounded soldiers, We just want 
you to know how badly it was 
needed’,”

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 17.— 
A constitutional provision requir- 
ing the establishment and main- 
tenance of a State merit system, 
covering most of the 10,000 em- 
ployes of State administrative de- 


partments and agencies, was ap- 
proved yesterday by the Constitu- 
tional Convention’s Committee on 
the Executive Department. 


By a 10-to-7 vote, the committee 
adopted, after extended debate, a 
proposal prepared by Delegates 
Lewis E. Meador, Springfield, and 
Allen McReynolds, a former State 
Senator, which would require the 
selection of State administrative 
employes on the basis of merit, 
as determined through competi- 
tive examinations. 


The far-reaching proposal re- 


places a provision, previously ac- 
cepted tentatively by the commit- 
tee, that would have created a 
limited State merit system ap- 
plicable only to those employes 


necepsarily required to have tech- 


nical or professional training and 
knowledge. 

The new proposal provides for 
the establishment of a State Per- 
sonnel Department, supervised by 
a bipartisan board of four mem- 
bers appointed by the Governor 
with consent of the Senate. The 
board would appoint a personnel 
director to direct the State merit 
system, and would have the pow- 
er to make necessary regulations 
for the selection, classification, 
promotion, removal and retire- 
ment of persons appointed under 
the system.

REPORTERS ONCE NEAR

correspondents to cover — due 
to censorship restrictions. (The 
writer spent several days in 
the beachhead.) 

Correspondents with the 
Fifth Army amphibious forces 
have been forced to confine 
their reporting to feature stor- 
ies or submit their copy to 
such lengthy delay that its 
perspective is entirely out of 
focus with the day’s news, 

At one time the correspon- 
dents neared a state of open 
rebellion, many leaving the 
beachhead because of the futil- 
ity of trying to present any 
semblance of a prompt day-to- 
day story of the developments. 

Now, with short-wave radio 
facilities from the beachhead 
to the cable point removed due 
to official belief there hag been 
“alarmist reporting,” the prob- 
lem is even more intense. The 
only means of getting copy 
back to the cable point is 
through the courier . method, 
which sometimes requires two 
days or more for transit.

Excuses for Russia 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Why is there always an excuse forth- 
coming for the acts and statements of 
the Russian Government? ‘ 

No matter what explanation is made 
in behalf of Soviet policy, a better case 
can be made against it. Incidents of 
recent years bear this out. 

The Red Army marched into Poland 
soon after the German invasion began, 
in spite of Russia’s treaty with the 
Poles. If the Reds had then attacked 
Germany, the war might have been 
shortened greatly. Germany was less 
prepared to take on Russia at that point 
than she was to invade England. 

Instead, the Red Army took on 
“mighty” Finland. The Finnish cause 
at that time was more popular than 
the Soviet cause today. “We did not 
understand the underlying facts,” our 
reversal of sympathy is explained. 

Russia was actually in alliance with 
the Axis when Italy attacked France. 
Now Izvestia accuses the Vatican of 
merely “remaining silent” on that oc- 
casion, 

Communist Moscow used the Katyn 
Forest killings as an excuse to break 
relationa with the Polish Government- 
in-Exile. The Reds could not have been 
as put out at the suspicion cast on them 
as they were anxious for a puppet gov- 
ernment to validate their claims on 
Polish territory, Why has not a word 
been said about the self-determination 
of the peoples involved? What does the 
Post-Dispatch editorial, “Keys to Rus- 
‘sian Claims,” propose but appeasement 
in a new form—appeasement of Mos- 
cow? 

Recently Izvestia accused England 
(which carried the fight alone until the 
Reds were forced in) of separate peace 
moves, and lashed out at the Vatican, 
where the cause of human liberty was 
sponsored long before Moscow was re- 
garded as the champion of anything. 

Of course, there are many who can 
glibly explain all these dubious features 
of Russian policy. Let those who call 
themselves “friends of Russia” read Max 
Eastman's article entitled, “Let's Face 
the Facts About Russia,” in the Read- 
er'a Digeat of some months ago, 

We freely criticise Washington and 
London, yet many of our newspapers 
give the impression that Moscow can 
do no wrong. Praise for Russia's fight- 
ing valor is merited, but a more forth- 
right recognition of her shortcomings 
is also in 6rder.

For an Independent REA 


The astonishing demand from the White House 
last week for the resignation of Harry Slattery 
as Administrator of the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration can be explained only as a political 
move to hush up, in a campaign year, a con- 
troversy which already has been very embarrass- 
ing to the Roosevelt administration. This latest 
attempt to oust Mr. Slattery, about which the 
Administrator testified yesterday, is all the more 
remarkable because it comes in the middle of 
Senate subcommittee hearings on the question 
of alleged mismanagement of REA involving at- 
tacks on Mr. Slattery. 

Proof is piling upon proof to show how unwise 
was the congressional action of 1939 transferring 
the REA to the Department of Agriculture. Facts 
brought out by the Senate subcommittee clearly 
disclose how political influence has infiltrated 
into this agency whicR Congress intended should 
be independent, and how the Secretary of Agri- 
culture has failed to check this insidious blight. 

Revealing testimony came from John M. Car- 
mody, now a member of the United States Mari- 
time Commission, who was Administrator of 
RBA at the time President Roosevelt asked Con- 
gress to turn it over to the Department of Agri- 
culture. Said Mr, Carmody: 

When the reorganization plan was an- 
nounced in the newspapers, and it was very 

+ clear that REA would lose its independence 
and become a bureau in a very large organi- 
zation, I determined instantly to resign, and 


I so advised the President, who was my chief 

and responsible for my appointment. 

Mr, Carmody, who made an excellent record 
for efficient, non-political administration of REA, 
testified further as to why he did not wish to 
remain as Administrator when the agency had 
been made subject to another department. He 
said: : 

It just put five or six more layers on top 
of us, and it wasn’t a question of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture with me; it was just the 
question of going from an independent 
agency that knew what it was doing and 
knew how to do it and was getting the job 
done—going into another agency where we 
would have to educate a great many people. 
One of the interesting disclosures by Mr. Car- 


‘mody was that the scheme to put the REA in 


politics was broached to him when he was still 
Administrator and before the agency had been 
turned over to the Department of Agriculture, 
He questioned employes of REA who were work- 
ing on a plan to put all the 800 or so REA co- 
operatives in a national organization which 
would have vast political powers, He told these 
employes that “however they might disguise it, 
it sounded like a racket to me, and I didn't want 
Rural Electrification Admimistration connected 
with it in any fashion.” 

But after Mr. Carmody was gone, this very 
plan was revived, and the organization was ef- 
fected with the assistance of a Deputy REA Ad- 
ministrator who ignored the wishes of Adminis- 
trator Slattery. Taking a stand against the 
organization’s proposal to “borrow” funds of the 
co-operatives for the purpose of setting up some 
insurance cémpanies, Mr. Slattery incurred the 
enmity of the organizers. The vicious attack 
made on the Administrator by the officers of the 
organization, under leadership of former Con- 
gressman Clyde T. Ellis, included a brazen at- 
tempt to use political pressure to induce Presl- 
dent Roosevelt to dismiss Mr, Slattery, Now it 
appears that President Roosevelt, who was ad- 
vised by former Senator George W. Norris not 
to dismiss Mr. Slattery, has yielded for the 
first time to the political pressure so skillfully 
exerted by would-be wreckers of the REA. 

It ig a sordid story as it comes out bit by bit, 
one that proves the incompetence of a politically- 
minded Cabinet member to administer a purely 
non-partisan service organization such as the 
REA, when there have not been adequate safe- 
guards put around it by statute and by custom.

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A Missouri Postwar Plan 


An encouraging step toward co-ordination of 
plans in Missouri to maintain employment and 
business activity after the war was taken in 
Jefferson City yesterday at a meeting of the 
State Commission of Resources and Development, 
This new board, the chairman of which is D. 
Howard Doane of St. Louis, was created by the 
Legislature in 1943 and charged with broad obli- 
gations and powers in the development of Mis- 
souri’s natural resources and industrial oppor- 
tunities. It took over all the duties and functions 
of the old State Pldnning Board. 

The commission thinks that the State’s post- 
war employment problem would be solved if each 
community would do a “100 per cent re-employ- 
ment job after the war.” Then, as Chairman 
Doane observed, there would be no need for 
Federal or State funds to create “made work” 
jobs. 

The commission’s plan is to start now to ask 
every city and town in the State to take stock 
of its job-creating possibilities for after the war. 
The commission then will follow up with surveys, 
co-ordination and stimulation, expecting to keep 
the wheels of industry turning. 

All this is good as far as it goes; and it can 
go a long way in aid of the many unofficial, 
semi-official and official boards which have been 
set up in various municipalities for postwar plan- 
ning. It should not be forgotten, however, -(1) 
that the dislocations caused by war industries 
will result in unbalanced postwar readjustments 
of population, with extraordinary burdens on 
many smaller cities, and (2) that some of the 
most useful and desirable, as well as employ- 
ment-producing, public works such as highways,

can be intelligently carried out only with State 
and Federal co-operation. The Resources and 
Development Commissiof can be a useful con- 
tributor to the postwar job; it can’t do it all. 
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Pyrrhic Victory in Argentina? 

The outcome of the diplomatic battle between 
the United Nations and the haughty Ramirez 
Government was hailed by its Washington pro- 
tagonists as a great coup. The Argentine was 
one of us, after all.' Look: It hag severed diplo- 
matic relations with the Axis. Look: We have 
forced it into the Pan-American family. 
it may even declare war on our enemies. 


Now that a few more returns are in, however, - 


the picture is neithex so pat nor so pretty as the 
State Department would have us believe. | 
In the first place, Argentina’s reliance as a 
great wheat, wool, beef, linseed and dairy prod- 
ucts exporter is on the British and not the Ameri- 
can market, and the imposition of economic 
sanctions by the United States alone would have 
crimped her present prosperity not at all. It 
was chiefly British diplomacy that brought about 
the change in policy. | 
In the second place, in accepting the Ramirez 
Government’s hasty about-face without applying 
pressure to bring about its downfall, we com- 


- mitted ourselves to tacit indorsement of a regime 


that is Fascist in everything but name, This 
had the effect of bringing about only a surface 
change in foreign policy, while freezing in posi- 
tion the pro-Axis “Colonels’ clique”. headed by 
Juan Peron and shot through with understudies 
to Hitler and Franco. 

Now the “Colonels’ clique,” adamantly opposed 
to a declaration of war on Japan and Germany, 
has staged a coup d'etat in everything but name, 
It has forced from the Cabinet the men who 
leaned in the direction of the Allies, There may 
be a further shake-up, but it is obvious that with- 
out the support of Peron, who has dictatorial 
control of the army, Ramirez ig helpless. 

These are the anomalies of our present posi- 
tion in South America: We do not recognize 
the Bolivian Government because it has seemed 
to stem from Argentine- and Axis-inspired insur- 
rection, yet we recognize the far more menacing 
Argentine Government of home-grown Fascists. 
So long as such men remain in power in Argen- 
tina, and so long as the Spanish Embassy is open 
and the Spanish Falange free to use Buenos 
Aires as a base of operations, anti-Allied and 
anti-Pan American propaganda will be spread 
freely across the continent. And finally, our 
cautious diplomacy has strengthened the greatest 
Hingle enemy of hemispheric solidarity in its 
ambition to undermine Latin-American govern- 
ments co-operating with the United States. 

The surface change in Argentine policy a few 
weeks ago was called, in Washington, a victory. 
The words of King Pyrrhus at Asculum might 
apply: “One more such victory over the Ro- 
mans, and we are utterly undone.”

The convention already has exhibited enough 
of the spirit of progress and devotion to the 
public welfare to stamp as wholesome truth this 
observation of Curtis A. Betts, our political cor- 
respondent: “There are too many delegates who 
are in the convention for the sole purpose of 
good public service for it to put up long with 
the obstructionists,.” 
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A Blot on the Good Neighbor Policy 


The relations between the Mexican Government 
and that of the United States could scarcely be 
better. They are allies in war, their high offi- 
clals exchange friendly visits, their disputes of 
years’ standing have been settled, or are in proc- 
ess of adjustment. ae 

But what of the two countries’ relations on 
the level of their respective citizens’ everyday 
relations? There, deplorably, it is a different 


story, so far as the treatment of Mexicans in - 


some parts of the United States is concerned, and 
little or nothing is being done about it. 

In his article yesterday, former Under Secre- 
tary of State Sumner Welles touched on some 
of the shameful details in this chapter of dis- 
crimination. He told of,Mexican children barred 
from public schools; Mexicans barred from hotels, 
restaurants, movie theaters and recreation cen- 
ters; Mexicans forced to live in miserable slums; 
Mexican workmen, imported to help solve our 
labor shortage, exploited unmercifully by em- 
ployers, 

The undemocratic treatment of this group 
(many of whom are American citizens, while the 
otherg are nationals of our Good Neighbor to 
the south) has had insufficient attention, and 
Mr. Welles deserves a salute for bringing it into 
the open. Yet he did not mention some of the 
worst aspects, such as the so-called “zoot suit 
riots” on the West Coast last summer, which 
were in reality fierce outbreaks against Mexi- 
cans, He also did not mention the notorious 
“Sleepy Lagoon case” in, California in 1943, in 
which 17 Mexican youths, 15 of them American- 
born, were convicted in the death of a man de- 
spite many circumstances indicating their inno- 
cence. This case was marked by extreme 
expressions of: prejudice, such as the statement 
of a Sheriff's aid contending that the alleged 
crime had “a biological basis”—a sentiment strik- 
ingly akin to Hitler’s views. 

The wave of anti-Mexican prejudice in the 
West and Southwest is a matter of great con- 
cern to so stanch an advocate of hemispheric 
solidarity as Mr. Welles. It should also be of 
concern to our Government, and to the commu- 
nities upon whose good name it is a black mark. 
How can the United States be accepted as sincere 
when it urges Pan-American co-operation if Mex- 
icans living in this country are treated like in- 
feriors and pariahs?

Four years ago President Roosevelt was coy about committing him- 
self on a third term, just as he now brushes off questions about a 
fourth one; confused by his silence, many Democratic leaders and 
aspirants made bad guesses; Republicans were equally uncertain.

If we compare the political picture now 
with the picture in the first six weeks of 
1940, we may get some insight into how the 
national conventions of 1944 are likely to 
work out, 


In the first six .weeks of 1940, President 
Roosevelt, as now, was coy about another 
term, But he did not rebuke Democratic 
leaders or state and local organizations 
which called for a third term, and he al- 
lowed them to enter his name in state presi- 
dential primaries. Senator Wheeler doubt- 
ed if the President would run for a third 
term, but said he would support him if he 
did. John L, Lewis also predicted (Jan. 
24, 1940) that Roosevelt wouldn't run again, 
and declared he would be “ignominiously” 
defeated if he did. (He was to receive 449 
of the 531 electoral votes.) 


David Lawrence, in the United States 
News of Jan. 15, 1940, said flatly that Roose- 
velt would renounce a third term, probably 
on Jan. 20, certainly no later than March 4, 
Lawrence predicted that the President, 
withdrawing because a third term would 
strengthen the forces of disunity, would 
give Cordell Hull the Go-Ahead signal. 


How the Prophets Fared 


Alfred M. Landon, Roosevelt’s opponent 
in 1936, announced that Roosevelt was too 
smart a politician to try for a third term, 
because he couldn't even get the nomina- 
tion again, (He was to receive 946 of the 
1100 votes on the first ballot at the Demo- 
cratic convention.) 


The President dodged third-term ques- 
tions at one of his press conferences, say- 
ing he would speak on the subject “when 
ready.” Senator “Cotton Ed” Smith threat- 
ened to bolt the Democratic party if Roose- 
velt ran again. Chairman John D. M, Ham- 
ilton of the Republican National Commit- 
tee, at a meeting of the committee in Wash- 
ington, said that if he could, he would get 
the Democrats to name the President again, 
because that would put a sure end to 
Roosevelt, the third term, and the New 


Deal as political issues, 

Frank E, Gannett prophesied that a third- 
term candidacy would be the surest way 
of getting Roosevelt out of the White 
House, .and also out of a position of in- 
fluence within the Democratic party. 

As for other Democrats, Secretary Hull 
said he wasn’t interested. Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Farley and Vice President Garner 
came out as candidates, entering their 
names in presidential primaries and open- 
ing headquarters in several states. Dis- 
trict Attorney Thomas E. Dewey and Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft, both avowed candi- 
dates for the Republican nomination, were 
making nation-wide speaking tours, 


Dewey Ahead in Poll 


Other avowed Republican candidates were 
Senator Bridges of New Hampshire and 
Frank E. Gannett. Representative Hamil- 
ton Fish entered his name in the Illinois 
primaries (he later withdrew), and Sena- 
tor Vandenberg pulled a “Barkis is willin’.” 
Gov. Bricker of Ohio came out for Senator 
Taft. 


Polls of Republican and Democratic vot- 
ers published by the American Institute 
of Public Opinion in February, 1940, showed 
sentiment as follows: 


Republican Voters, 
Dewey —- — — 56% 
Taft— — — — 17% 
Vandenberg — 17% 
Hoover— — — 3% 
Gannett — — 1% 
All others— — 6% All others— — 3% 

Wendell L. Willkie, in a statement at 
Wooster, O., on Jan, 30, 1940, said he had 
received thousands of letters urging him 
to run, but: 

“T'm not running for President. Of 
course, it isn’t going to happen, but if the 
nomination were given to me without any 
strings, I would have to accept it. No man 
in middle life and in good health could 
do otherwise.”

He advises the Convention not to “start a 
squabble” by trying to revise Missouri's 
senatorial districts, unaltered these 43 
years, But the situation is not hopeless. 
No, indeed, Present inequalities of popula- 
tion can be overcome, states Mr. McCawley, 
by giving the city districts more Senators, 
say three more for Jackson County, three 
more for St. Louis County, four for the 
City of St. Louis. Simplicity itself, 

This is the magnificent sort of logic that 
has made the Missouri General Assembly 
great. It will make it greater, too, by at 
least 10 Senators if Mr. McCawley has his 
way. Ten more $1500-per-year salaries for 
part-time work, 10 more Missourians to 
carry the proud title of Senator, 10 fewer 
statesmen unemployed—a truly inspiring 
idea! 

We are reassured to know that the spirit 
of compromise still lives on the convention 
floor; that there will not have to be any 
knockdown, drag-out fight between the fol- 


lowers of senatorial redistricting and those 
who hold present boundaries sacred, 

But, really, must we be squeamish about 
this matter? If there is need of redistrict- 
ing, couldn’t we take a little short-cut and 
just redistrict? Who are these dissident 
folks who so adore the senatorial map of 
Missouri? 


It occurs to us that we do not know any 
of them, Try as we will, we cannot call to 
mind anyone truly devoted to the diagram- 
matic outline of our own Seventeenth Dis- 
trict. But we will wager that out of a dozen 
of its voters, picked at random, not four 
can tell you the district number and name 
the three counties composing it. 

So maybe the dilemma is more imagined 
than real, A good solution would be a one- 
house Legislature. If not that, something 
else, but not—please, dear convention—not 
10 more Senators!

To Debunk an Exclusive Club

‘The Face in the Aspic,’’ by Thomas Marto, 

& Schuster, New York.) 

These storfes, subtitled “Tales of Club 
Life Among the Overfed,” might also be 
appropriately called “The Chef's Revenge” 
or “Too Many Brothas Spoll the Cook.” Au- 
thor Mario isa writing in satirical vein about 
his experiences as executive chef at one 
of New York's oldest, wealthiest and most 
exclusive clubs. It is privately admitted 
that the author’s name is not Mario and 
he is not discussing any one club, which 
circumstance may add to the spice of his 
concoction a great deal more than loss of 
authority due to anonymity. 

Dipping his ladle with gusto in the pol- 
soned soup, Mario dishes out an amusing 
bowlful of gossip about the stuffed shirts 
to whose wants he has attended as steward 
at various clubs, presumably combining the 
most obnoxious characteristics of each in 
creating the club of his book and his fic- 
titiously named characters. s cheerful 
malice, however, leaves little doubt that 
if he does not photograph from life, he 
paints accurately, though with a few added 
flourishes of his own for emphasis.

There is the account of the ride, under 
special guard, of a cooked salmon, an ex- 
tremely fragile object, from club kitchen 
to a destination deep in the suburbs, to 
satisfy the vanity of the member who had 
managed to catch it on a fishing expedi- 
tion, although it would appear that the 
average full-grown salmon could outwit 
him in any fair contest. The brethren’s 
polite concern over the increasing age of 
the oldest fellow-member—indigent and 
dependent on the club for support—who 
declined to die after receiving a blow-out 
commemorating his 100th birthday, makes 
amusing reading.

“Such pilgrimages, obviously, could no 
longer be made,” the author concludes with 
sadistic glee. “Thus the club colony was 
belabored. All the problems of the war, 
like unseen hands, suddenly slapped them 
into life. Their high-bred whims were lim- 
ited now. They couldn’t run along with 
every feather riding in the air. They had 
to walk or take a taxi. Formal dress be- 
came taboo. They now munched their ca- 
napes in street clothes. The boiled bosom 
went into the wastebasket for the duration, 
War is a grim business.” 

Anyone who has ever longed to stick @ 
pin in one of those figures behind the plate 
glass windows of one of those sanctified 
establishments will enjoy the book.

Army’s Signal Corps. It has built, 


with the aid of technicians lent by private firms in the field, and 


using some existing facilities, a brand new world-wide communications 


system, 


This system incorporates tech- 
niques that were only on the 
threshold of commercial use be- 
fore the war, The keys of a type- 
writer are punched on one side 
of the world, and in a city 4000 
miles away another typewriter 
records the message. The volume 
of words coming over this system 
is, of course, far greater than was 
sent by the commercial systems in 
peace time. 

But. what to do with this new 
communications system after the 
war? That is the $64 question 
troubling some of the best brains 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 

Is it to be junked? Is it to be 
turned over intact to private in- 
terests, since apparently it cannot 
be unscrambled? Is it to be op- 
erated by the Government as a 
monopoly? 


_A Matter of ‘High Policy.’ 

No one has the answer. It gets 
into the eerie realm reverently 
referred to here as “high policy.” 
Few venture into that strato- 
spere and when they do it is with 
@ nervous eye on Congress. 

While no one is speaking out, 
there are nevertheless those who 
broadly hint at what they hope the 
future will bring forth. The Brit- 
ish, who incline toward cartel 
agreements for maintaining eco- 
nomic peace, foresee a period of 
disastrous competition, in which 
all communication systems around 
the world would be operated at a 
loss. Some understanding must be 
worked ‘out to avoid that, they 
insist. 

Britain has, of course, her own 
very comfortable monopoly in in- 
ternational communications, It is 
Cable and Wireless, Ltd., which 
covers the Empire. Cable & 
Wireless, Ltd., came out of a 
merger in 1928, which in turn re- 
sulted from-an Imperial Wireless 
and Cables Conference. 

One of the most remarkable fea- 
tures of Cable & Wireless, Ltd., 
is its “Empire flat rate.” From 
any point within the globe-gir- 
dling Commonwealth of Nations to 
any other point the rate is only a 
shilling three pence a word, about 
30 cents. Likewise there is an 


Empire press rate which is ex- 


tremely low, making it possible 
for British press services to send 
a far greater volume of news than 
their American competitors. 


Loud Complaints. 

This has occasioned some loud 
complaints from Americans. It 
was one of the squawks against 
Britain that the five junketeering 
Senators brought back from their 
flight to the world battlefronts. 

Heads of American communica- 
tion companies are talking of an 
American monopoly to match Ca- 
ble & Wireless. Such a monopoly 
would require the sanction of Con- 
gress and supposedly its opera- 
tions around the world would be 
subject to the limitations of the 
State Department‘on the one Rand 
and the Federal Communications 
Commission on the other. 

‘An important figure in the 
American picture hs certain to he 
Sosthenes Behn, the suave head 
of the International Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. Behn has probably 
had more experience in the for- 
eign communications field than 
any other American. In the cur- 
rent Who’s Who, he is listed as 
director of a dozen companies in 
nearly as many languages. 

I. T. & T.’s imposing skyscraper 
in Madrid survived Spain’s bitter 
civil war with surprisingly little 
damage. You could stand on a 
setback on one of the top floors 
and look out at the battlefield in 
distant University City. You 
could see the flashes of the guns 
and hear the sound of the firing. 
To protect his Spanish interests, 
Behn was up to his neck in Span- 
ish politics, playing close ‘to 
Franco, the dictator. 


Prewar Status? 

The leading negotiator in com- 
munications for the British is Sir 
Campbell Stuart, a slightly mys- 
terious figure who commutes be- 
tween London and Washington.

N a dispatch from London, James B, Reston reports “Soviet Rus- 
sia is insisting on a clearer commitment from the U. 8S. A. and 
Britain on how we intend to deal with Germiany. . . . Moscow is 


said to be. dissatisfied with the replies received from Britain and 
the United States on this question, and their dissatisfaction is in- 
creased by the opposition in the American and British press against 


the breaking up of Germany... . 
the future of Poland... he. .

- 1 doubt whether any newspaper 
editor in the United States knows 
how our own Government stands 
on the future of Germany, The 
only official word has been “un- 
conditional surrender” which is a 
policy for ending the war, but ‘no 
plan for the future. In previous 
columns, I have discussed what I 
believe to be American plans for 


dismembering Germany and pa-) 


trolling the different. parts with 
three separate armies. I have 
tried to point out some of the 
dangers that might arise from 
this. 

Mr. Reston stated in another 
dispatch that “Russia will have 
little hesitation about dismember- 
ing Germany.” Many months ago, 
I heard from 4 usually unimpeach- 
able source in Washington that 
the Soviet Union insisted on Ger- 
man dismemberment. 


Against Dismemberment. : 


But does the Soviet Union so 
insist? Is this the Soviet policy 
toward Germany? If it is so, this 
policy has not crept into the So- 
‘viet press and is in total disagree- 
ment with Soviet propaganda to 
Germany. The line which the So- 
viets have consistently taken, in- 
side and outside Russia, has never 
once suggested German dismem- 
berment. On the contrary, Stalin 
- gp tg has clearly spoken against 

The Russian peace terms, as set 
forth in their continuous propa- 
ganda to the German people are: 
Withdrawal of the German armies 
to the frontiers of 1937: utter and 
ruthless extirpation of Nazism; 
punishment of all war and Nazi 
criminals; domestic democratiza- 
tion; the creation of a strong 
democratic state able to defend 
itself and that will “ruthlessly 
suppress any attempt at new plots 
against the rights of free people 
or against European peace.” 

In the Russian press additional 
demands are made for the restora- 
tion of devastated areas with the 
assistance of German labor, ma- 
terials and engineering. But un- 
less I am insufficiently informed 
—and I would welcome correc- 
tion—it has never once been -.g- 
gested that the German rtate 
should be disintegrated, or even 
subjected to any prolonged occu- 
pation. 


Views of Free German Group 


The Free German Committee, 
set up in Moscow last July, has 
never discontinued its activities. 
It hgs been given all facilities 
for reaching the German public 
and the German armies. Despite 
the p&per shortage, it publishes a 
large weekly. The more signif- 
icant articles are reprinted in 
‘the Russian press. The committee 
broadcasts three times daily and 
occupies much of the Soviet me- 
dium and short-wave facilities. 
Loud-speakers have b n set up 
near the front, through which 
German officers on the Russian 
side are addressing the German 
troops. Leaflets are dropped be- 
hind the German lines from 
Russian planes.

tize In prison camps and a large 
percentage of German prisoners 
have been transferred to anti- 
Nazi camps.

The 
continual refraim is: “Revolt 
against the Nazis and save Ger- 
many!” 


The Effects of Propaganda. 


I cannot dispute the in-orma- 
tion of Mr. Reston and others. 
But there is obviously a contradic- 
tion. If the Soviets are accusing 
members of the American press 
for opposing dismemberment, why 
do they not advocate it? Obvious- 
ly, it would make wretched 
psychological warfare, for the 
masses of Germans wo'ld fight 
to the last ditch against the dis- 
integration of the nation. But 
what holds for Soviet propaganda 
also holds for ours. 

And are we to assume that all 
this officially supported propa- 
ganda does not represent Soviet 
policy? Lord van Sittart, in a 
discussion between New York and 
London on the air some months 
ago, lightly assumed that Soviet 
propaganda was at variance with 
Soviet policy. ) 
parture from Soviet methods, for 
in the past Soviet propaganda has 
followed and expressed policy and 
not been a diversion. 

Since we ourselves have never 
supported officially the line of 
the Free German manifesto, there 
is every reason to assume that it 
does not represent American pol- 
icy. After the Moscow Confer- 
ence, Secretary Hull predicted 
that the Free German Committee 
would disappear. But it has not. 

A clarification of this situation 
is urgent. What are the Soviets 
up to and what are we up to? 
Elmer Davis has said that our 
psychological warfare to “Ger- 
many is one of the most important 
preparatory factors for invasion. 
But what psychological warfare?

We 
got within 50 yards of the house 
and turned a bazooka on it. The 
tank opened up with three rounds 
and we surrounded the house. 
Pretty soon out came 31 more 
prisoners—four officers and 27 
men—a complete battalion staff. 
The Captain decided not to sur- 
render and he finally was killed.”

But now, we'd like to outline briefly some of the re- 
markable achievements of your own St. Louis Chapter— 
and its more than 30,000 hard-working volunteer members. 


PRISONERS OF WAR PACKAGING CENTER 


One of the most dramatic of the St. Louis Chapter’s war activities 
-—and one which will play an increasingly important role as invasion 
activities progress—is the assembling of pac of food and other 
necessities at the Red Cross Prisoners of War Food Packaging 
Center at 3501 South Broadway. Although the St. Louis Center 
opened only last August, already its staff of hard-working volunteers 
have sent out well over a million packages of food. Many acknowl- 
ed ments have already been received from American war prisoners 
in enemy prisons overseas. The St. Louis Center is one of four in 
the entire United States, and currently ranks second in production. 
The brief summary of other St. Louis Chapter activities which 
follows, was taken from the annual report made by Dr. Veeder. 


BLOOD DONOR SERVICE 


“There is no way of knowing how many wounded soldiers, sailors 
and marines are alive today because the blood of St. Louisans is 
flowing through their veins,” said Dr. Borden S. Veeder, St. Louis 
Chapter Chairman, in commenting on the fact that 144,444 units 
of blood for plasma transfusion had been coll at the Red 
Cross Blood Donor Center, 1007 Olive Street and at mobile units 


during 1943. 
HOME SERVICE 


More than 66,000 Service Men and their families were aided by 
the St, Louis Chapter during 1943. Aid given to Service Men 
included medical and financial aid for their families, investigation 
of family situation at the request of Commanding Officers, hel 
for discharged Service Men in securing compensations, ts 
insurance, rehabilitation for discharged Service Men, and other help. 


PRODUCTION 


Red Cross volunteer production helpers turned out 6,804,000 
surgical dressings for mili use during 1943. Volunteer workers 
also produced 136,558 sewed articles'and knitted 46,014 articles 
for the Army and Navy and aig relief. ‘These articles included 

ospital bed shirts, comfort kits, clothing for refugee children, and 
other needed garments. 


CAMP AND HOSPITAL SERVICE 


The St. Louis Chapter’s Camp Hospital committee furnished 87 
recreation rooms at military camps and hospitals in this vicinity. 
The members of the camp and hospital committee made 1,250, 
comfort and recreational articles for Service Men. | 


NURSES’ AIDES AND JUNIOR RED CROSS 


904 vitally needed Nurses’ Aides were trained by the Red Cross. 
The Chapter issued 17,552 First Aid Certificates, 2,007 Nutrition 
Certificates, and 2,066 Water Safety Certificates. St. Louis 
school children working as‘members of the Junior Cross made 
16,979 garments for the Armed Forces, 130,747 convenience and 
recreation articles for Service Men, and 11,072 garments for refugees. 


CANTEEN CORPS; MOTOR CORPS; AND GREY LADIES 


In these Red Cross services, figures are oqvelly impressive. ‘The 
Canteen Corps served 354,593 meals; the Motor Corps’ drove a 
total of 264,704.9 miles; the Grey Ladies, volunteer Croas 
workers, devoted 8,014 hours to writing letters and arrangin 
recreation for patients at Jefferson Barracks and Veteran’s Hospital.

O, benedictine liqueur is not made at the 
Benedictine Monastery at Monte Cassino, 
which has figured so heavily in the news 
during the past few days. The liqueur was, how- 
ever, invented and 
originally manufac- 
tured by Benedic- 
tine monks at an- 
other monastery 
situated at Fecamp 
on the coast of 
Normandy, near 

Dieppe. 

It has a romantic 
history. The Abbey 
of Fecamp had, in 
1510, a learned 
monk named Dom 
Bernardo Vincelli. 

Brother Vincelli dabbled in chemistry and was 
devoted to the preparation of mild beverages. 
After several years of experimenting he hit upon 
an elixir which soon acquired a great reputa- 
tion as a refreshing and recuperating cordial. 
They called it “Benedictine, ad majorem Dei 
gloriam” (for the greater glory of God), In 
1793 the abbey was swept away and the monks 
dispersed. But the recipe was saved and some 
70 years later it fell into the hands of one 
Alexander Le Grand, a wine merchant and him- 
self something of a chemist. He reconstructed

about 130 years. The abbey was restored in 
718, and a new church built over the tomb of 
St. Benedict. 

Then in the middle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury the Saracens came along and overran that 
part of Italy. Many of the monks were killed 
and the rest fled. But within two years the 
restoration of the monastery had started again. 

By 1058 the abbey had heen rebuilt on a 
magnificent scale. Artists were brought from 
Amalfi, Lombary and even Constantinople to 
oversee the decoration and when the grand 
opening was held in 1071, Pope Alexander was 
assisted by 10 archbishops, 44 bishops and a 
host of royalty and churchmen,

THINGS WERE QUIET for the next 700 
years or so. But the French came along in 
1799 in their invasion of the kingdom of Naples, 
and plundered the abbey. It was _ restored 
again. 

The present buildings form—or did until the 
other day—a vast rectangular pile which has 
been described as more massive than beautiful. 
The entrance gate leads to three square court- 
yards opening out of one another with arcades 
in the Doric style between. 

From the middle courtyard arises an immense 
flight of steps which leads to the forecourt of 
the Basilica which, for richness of material and 
decoration, is said to be astoundingly mag- 
nificent. It is in the shape of a cruciform, at 
the crossing of which was the dome which was 
demolished by the first shell.

He asked me why, so I told him 
he was just burning up money. Besides it wasn’t good for him. 
But he kept on smoking. Then an old man got on the bus, 
and there weren’t any seats, so he was standing beside us. I 
told the young man he should get up and give his seat to the 
old man, and he did.” | |

JUDY’S BEHAVIOR is a rection of her home training, 
but I am surprised the young man didn’t tell her she should 
be the one to get up and donate her seat to the old gentleman, 
since she was younger. Since Judy has focussed attention on 
this smoking problem, I shall briefly outline the medical and 
psychological effects of tobacco. It seems to cause varied 
physiological effects on people. Some seem much more sensi- 
tive to it than others. Tobacco is apparently one of the causes 
of the thickening of the walls of the blood vessels which be-— 
comes so serious in many people as to obliterate the vessels 
entirely. It isn’t uncommon to find patients who thus must 
have their legs amputated because the arteries aren’t carrying 
enough blood to the feet to prevent the development of gan- 
grene, 


kk * : 
IT ALSO CAUSES the small vessels of the hands ahd feet 

to go into temporary spasm so the latter may blanch and the 
temperature may drop as much as 18 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Whether this spasm may become permanent and thus contribute 
to high blood pressure, is still being debated. The coronary 
arteries that nourish the heart seem affected by tobacco, too, so 
we take such patients off their cigars, at least in so far as 
possible. Sterility in women seems linked with tobacco smok- 
ing, and I have often told you chat I regard it as a definite 
cause of premature impotence in males. I have found im- 
potent men of 45 or 50 whose older brothers were not affected 
at all. The brothers were always the non-smokers, however, 
while the impotent patients were heavy tobacco users. 


COR: 

MOST PEOPLE BEGIN smoking because they wish to ape 
the behavior of older or supposedly more sophisticated persons. 
They lack individuality and are afraid of social censure if they 
don’t go along with the herd in this sheep-like fashion. After 
they begin smoking, however, the habit itself helps demand fu- 
ture indulgences. In breaking the smoking habit, moreover, 
it isn’t enough to try to combat the chemical hunger. Nervous 
people get a tertain amount of relief from their pent up nervous 
tension by waving their hands tn the act of smoking. They 
fish in pocket or purse for a package of cigartttes; then shake 
one out of the container. Then they tap it on a table, insert 
one end in the mouth, spit out a few real or imaginar.’ crumbs 
of tobacco, and light it. Then they wave their arms, while 
smoking or flicking off the ashes at intervals. This action of 
the skeletal muscles helps drain off their nervous tension, In 
breaking the tobacco habit, therefore, let them use candy mints 
or gum and go through many of the muscular actions with the 
latter. Thus they can still expend energy sans tobacco.

LL the doctors we have} left 
Ae busy. Civilian practice is 

crowded and rushed. There- 
fore let’s not put any extra burden 
on the doctor by calling him un- 
necessarily, 

How are you going to tell 

whether you really need a doctor 
or not? The following hints may 
help. 
* Temperature—There is one sure- 
fire differentiating instrument for 
separating the sheep from the 
goats of symptoms and that is the 
fever thermometer. In less busy 
days it may not be advisable to 
have it around the house, or some- 
body will get the thermometer 
habit and create a neurosis, But 
nowadays it has become a neces- 
sity. Learn to use it and read it 
accurately. It is made in the 
shape of a triangle, so that look- 
ing down on it directly at the apex 
of the triangle the column of mer- 
cury is magnified so that it can 
be read. The column of mercury 
is actually very small, hardly as 
wide as a fine hair, so this mag- 
nification becomes necessary. 
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YOU MAY BE feeling perfectly 
gotten. Or your husband may 
come home complaining of feeling 
peffectly rotten. Or better still, 
your wife may come home from 
the riveting works, and say she 
has an awful headache and thinks 
she is going to die. Give ‘em 
the acid test. Take the tempera- 
ture, 

If it’s normal (984 where the 
arrow is) they are just pampering 
their nerves. If it’s subnormal— 
ditto: it doesn’t mean a thing. If 
it’s a hundred and a half you don’t 
need a doctor. Go to bed and 
take some hot lemonade. If it’s a 
hundred and one, you ought to 
have a doctor but there’s no rush 
if he's busy. If there should be 
another “flu” epidemic the time 
this article gets into press, remem- 
ber all the doctor can do is decide 
whether you have pneumonia or 
not. He can’t do any more than 
you can for the flu. If your 
temperature is below 101 you do 
not have pneumonia. If it is 
above maybe you don’t. 

Acute abdomen if it’s real needs 
a doctor and constitutes an emer- 
gency. An acute abdomen is pain, 
vomiting, fever, and constipation, 
Don't say it’s just a bellyache, or 
just indigestion. And if there is 
any one thing not to do until the 
doctor comes, it is to take a laxa- 
tive. It never cured a case of in- 
digestion yet, and it kills people 
with a real acute abdomen. Thou- 
sands of lives have been saved be- 
cause the medicine closet did not 
contain a laxative. 
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EARACHE IN CHILDREN 
with fever, is always an emer- 
gency. Don’t put of calling the 
doctor, Apply heat or cold exter- 
nally until he gets there. 

Sudden eruptions on the skin 
even in children, are not really 
emergencies. At least they can 
wait until the doctor gets there. 
It is probably measles in a child, 
or hives on father and both can 
wait a few hours. 

Bleeding of any kind from any 


place—stomach, bowel, female or- 


gans, even the nose if it is exces- 
sive and continuous, is an emer- 
gency. You have just so much 
blood. ‘You can’t afford to lose 
much of it. 


Poisoning from swallowing some 
household chemical or excessive 
amount of drug in the medicine 
closet is an emergency. Until the 
doctor gets there don’t waste time 
looking up the proper antidote. 
General measures of elimination 
are more important. Empty the 
stomach and bowel. Make the 
victim sweat. Give him plenty of 
water, coffee, and lemonade.

T WASN’T as if I hadn’t been 
warned, All my friends, nodding 


their heads wisely, would say, ‘ 


“She'll leave you soon; you'll see, 
All of them are,” To which I al- 
ways answered with great superi- 
ority of manner, “Birdie has been 
with me for five years. She’s prac- 
tically a member of our family. 
Besides, nothing would induce her 
to leave the baby.” Then my 
bosom companions would try not 
to look at me too pityingly as they 
patiently explained how their Nel- 
lies and Mollies and Huldas had 
all been just like that, after terms 
of service in the family ranging 
from one to 20 years.

Proper Lead 
Was Wrong 


In This Case

INE times in 10 the correct 
N lead from a suit headed by 
king-jack-10 is the jack—top 
of the interior sequence — but_ to 
show that circumstances r 
cases, consider this deal, 
South, dealer.

This deal occurred in a 12 table 
duplicate game, and every North- 
South pair reached the same con- 
tract, three no trump. Eleven de- 
clarers brought home that con- 
tract without so much as taking 
a finesse. The twelfth declarer 
was fixed to the queen’s taste at 
the very first trick! 

At 11 tables West chose the 
normal, orthodox lead of the club 
jack. East had to cover with the 
queen, and in every case the de- 
clarer took the precaution of duck- 
ing. On East’s forced return of 
a spade, heart or diamond, it was 
a cinch for declarer to establish 
nine tricks before losing control 
of clubs. 

The unfortunate twelfth declarer 
saw a different opening lead. At 
his table West firmly laid down 
the club king! From that time on 
declarer had no chance. East's 
queen fitted neatly under West's 
card, and whether or not South 
held up the ace he was doomed. 

Now let’s see whether the king 
lead was well calculated or merely 
lucky. What did West stand to 
lose by his selection? If South 
had the club queen in addition to 
the ace, the lead would neither 
lose or gain. The same applied 
to the holding of the guarded 
queen by either dummy or East. 
If, however, any one of the other 
three players had the singleton 
queen, the opening lead of the 
king, rather than the jack, was 
vital, 

The one danger of leading the 
king was that East might have 
held the ace and declarer the 
guarded queen. In this case West 
would lose the chance to trap the 
queen. This, however, was certain- 
ly an unlikely contingency in view 
of the bidding. |
